THE DEAD AND WOUNDED. 


Hundred Persons Ivjured---The 
Death List, 

Roston, March 15.—It is now known that 
1i4 persons were injured by the railroad acci- 
cent yesterday. This does not include those 
killed. The injured at the Massachusetts gen- 
eral hospital are reported by the physicians to- 
day as being in a comfortable condition. The 
surgeons are confident that all will recover. 
Owing to the duplication and mispelling of 
pames, it is now believed that the number of 
persons killed have been considerably over- 
estimated. Up to noon today, Dr. Draper had 
signed twenty-one death certificates and Dr. 
Harris three, making the entire death total, up 
to noon, twenty-four. 

The wreck is a more appalling sight than the 
recent ruins at White River Junction and 
Deerfield, andthis points strongly to the fact 
that the train was rnuning at a speed of fally 
twenty-five milesan hour. The forward cara 
which lie on the embankment and in the roai- 
way, remain inthe same positions as when 
they fell. There were undoubtedly nine cars in 
the train, as the tin tops of nine are to be 
found, but the remains of two of the cars are 
in such a state of demolition, that itis impossi- 
ble to discern whether there were two cars or 
one. This was caused by the fall down the 
embenk ment, and consequently a 
rnmor has prevailed that there were but 
cight carsin thetrain. Several of the stoves of 
the cars have been removed and in every case 
the iron rods which serve to hold them ia posi- 
tion have been found to be secure, while not a 
stove door was burst open, although one stove 
was badly broken. 

Professor Vose, of the institute of technology, 
one of the most competent bridge cugineers in 
New England, in an intervic w, says:

“Tl was at the scene of the accident all day | 
yesterday, together with a number of members | 


of the Massachusetts Scientific Socicty and In- 
‘titute students, examining the bridge, or 
rather picces thereof, and don’t know the ex- 
act cause of the accident. I would not dare to 


venture an opinion. I can only’ say 
that I have examined pieces of iron 
and have an idea that som? 
was Gefective. However, I don't wish to con- 
denn anyoie until the truth is known. The 


railroad cflicials have given permission to bring 
intu the city all pieces of the bridge, an ex- 
amination of which I think will give some 
light on the cause of the disaster. but Iam now 
geing to find out, if pos:ible, just what the 
cause of the disaster was. 

Professor Swain, also of the Institute, who 
made and examination of the wrecked bridge 
discuvered what he conside.ed to have 
teen the cause of the accident. He thinks 
there were serious defects in some portions of 
the bridge, not only in the material used, but 
in the manner of construction.

ACCIDENT TO A WRECKING TRAIN. 


One Mean Killed andthe Rest of the Crew 
Injured. 

GALVESTON, Match 15,—Wreckmaster Nel- 
son, of the International and Great Northera 
jailrvads, carly this morning with an engine 
and crew often men proceeded to Prince’s 
switch, fourteen miles east of Palestine, to col- 
lect the debris of the passenger train wrecked 
at that place on Sunday morning last When 
half a mile this side of the switch, the engine 
ftew from the track and was hurled against a 
high embankment, crashing itself to- pieces, 
and scalding and wounding, in a more or less 
severe degree, every man of thecrew. Thespins 
of Jobn Finley, colored laborer, was broken, and 
he will die. Wreckmaster Wilson was badly 
ecalded aud cut in the arm and head. Section 
Foreman J. McElyea had his left arm broken 
in two places and arm and hand terribly 
ecalded. Young McGowan was badly scalded 
on the legs, and a machinist was scalded on the 
head and face. From the nature of the catas- 
trophe it is miraculous that no more than one 
life was lost. The cause of the accident is be- 
jieved to have been a broken shoe dropping on 
the track. The badly injyred were brought in 
and placed in the company’s hospital this even- 
ing... 

A DISREPUTABLE ALLIANCE, 


Tiffany Disowns His Son andthe Young Man 
Departs. 

NEW York, March 15.—The old story of a 
wayward son ofa prominent family marrying, 
while intoxicated, » woman whose character is 
said not to be above reproach, is now embitter- 
ing the old age of Mr. Charles L. Tiffany, the 
we}l known jeweler. The Commercial Adver- 
tiser announces that young Burnet Tiffany, 
whore clandestine marriage last week with a 
young lady named Bertha Pierson created such 
a stir in social circles, has forsaken his bride and 
eailed for Europe. At thetime of tbe marriage 
it was said that the young lady was reputable, 
but very poor. To the fact that she was poor 
and had beena seamstress, Mr. C, T. Cook, 
paitner inthe firm of Tiffany & Co., says the 
father of the young man had no objection; that 
he was even glad that his son, who wasa little 
wild, bad married some one who would havea 
good influence over him. 

It seems, however, from what Mr. (ook says, 
that young Tiffany had been on a spree for 
several days, and was intoxicated when he was 
being married, In additien to this, stories 
sgainust the character of the young lady have 
been brought to the ears of the aged Mr. Tif- 
fany. Convinced of the truth of these stories, 
Mr. Tiffany disowned his ton.

CHicaGco, March 15.—The county clerk to- 
day returned the alleged marriage certificate of 
Nina Van Zandt and Anarchist Spies to Justice 
Ergelhardt, who claimed to have performed the 
ceremony. The clerk reminds the justice that 
as Spies was in the county jail at the time of 
the alleged marriage, he could not have been at 
the village of Jefferson, where che justice certi- 
fies that the marriage occurred. 


The Leather Failure. 

New York, March 15.—The counsel of Mar- 
tin V. B. Smith, (E. A. Smith and brothers, ) 
leather dealer, of No. 180 William Street, and 
of Philadelphia, who failed yesterday, said w- 
day that the liabilities would aggregate $375,- 
000, of which about $150,000 are preferred cred- 
itors.

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ENDICOTT AND BAYARD. 


THE TWO MEN MOST THOROUGHLY 
HATED. 


Ire Bumocrs cf Exdigott’s Resignation Denied— 
The Moéel of e Mugwump-His Treatment 
ofthe Democrats- The Railroad Men Call 
Upon the President and His Lady. 


WASHINGTON, March 15.—This morning it 
was currently reported in Washington that 
Secretary Endicott had resigned. The rumor 
was all the more rapidly spread, because al- 
most everybody hoped it was true. About 
noon, however, there came from the white 
house and the war department officials em- 
phatic statements that Secretary Endicott 
was still in the cabinet and intended 
to stay there. So] far as the war 
department is concerned, itis going on now 
just as it went on under Secretary Lincoln, no 
better and no worse. The same men are in 
office, and there are about the same methods of 
doing business. Secretary Endicott, since he 
care into the cabinet, has appointed two dem- 
ocrats to office. One of these took the place of 
a republican night watchman, who was remov- 
ed by death; the other was given a$1,(00 clerk- 
ship, from which a republican was promoted 
to a $1,200 berth. As a mugwump civil service 
champion Secretary Endicott is accorded the 
belt in Washington. 

NOT ON GOOD TERMS. 

Itis sadthat the president and the secre- 
tary are not on good terms, and that on sev- 
eral occasions Mr. Endicott has given the 
president just cause of offense by his utter dis- 
regard of officialrequests made by the chief 
executive. One notable instance occurred 
when Charles Dudley Warner and his party 
returned from their recent visit to the south. 
They called on the president and stated that 
they would like to lay before the proper 
authorities some observations they had made 
as to the treatment of the Indian prisoners 
now confined in Florida, The president ex- 
pressed himself as deeply interested in this 
matter, and requested the gentlemen to go 
overtothe war department, and lay it fully 
before Secretary Exdicott, whose department 
is specially charged with the carefof these pris- 
oners. The gentlemen proceeded -from the 
white house to the war department, and ap- 
plied for the privilege of an audience with the 
mighty secretary of war. They were flatly re- 
fused this privilege, but were allowed to depart 
in peace. 

TWO WELL HATED MEN. 

It is common talk in Washington that the 
two best hated men in the cabinet are Secretary 
Bayard and Secretary Endicott. Secretary 
Bayard, after enjoying a national reputation 
which no one ever understood how he won, 
has offended all his old friends and made new 
enemics by his haughty, dictatorial and vacil- 
lating conduct as the head of the state 
department. Secretary Endicott was fished out 
of obscurity by President Cleveland, only to 
be allowed the privilege of demonstrating 
what a big fraud asmall man can sometimes 
become. Most of the democrats in Washington 
would rejoice if both these worthies would 
throw up their present jobs. 

THE GENERAL PASSENGER AGENTS, 

The convention of the general passenger and 
ticket sgents of the United States met here this 
morning. There isa large attendance, embrac- 
ing representatives of allthe leading railroads 
of the country. Mr. Mercer Slaughter, com- 
missioner -of the southern passenger association, 
aud Mr. J. M. Brown, general passenger agent 
of the Western and Atlantic railroad, represents 
Atlanta. After their morning session the rail- 
road men called at the white house and were 
presented to the president by Mr. J. L. Taylor. 
general passenger agent of the Richmond and 
Danville railroad. They spent an hour pleas- 
antly at the executive mansion. The meeting 
will continue two more days. It is more of a 
social than a business arrangement, and is an 
event of great interest to the members of the 
association. 

THE NATIONAL DRILL. 

Secretary DeLeon, of the national drill com- 
mittee, say the total number of organizations 
corresponding at this time with regard to entry 
and transportation is two hundred and twent- 
ty six. Theseare divided among thirty-six 
different states. They comprise one brigade, 
nine 1egiments, sixteen battalions and one 
hundred and forty-five companies of infantry; 
one battalion, fifteen light batteries and five 
m+ chine gun, platoons in artillery, six cavalry 
companies, seven zouaves, thirt2en corps school 
cadets, five regiments of bands and three drum 
corps. An important occasion will be the gov- 
ernors’ day, when the chief magistrates of the 
states represented will review the troops, 
Favorable results to the invitations have been 
received from the governors of Minnesota, 
Georgia, Ohio, Delaware, Maryland, Louisiana, 
New Jersey, Iowa, South Carolina, North Caro- 
lina and Mississippi.

THE CZAR’S PERIL. 


Arrest of the Parties Who Threw the Bomb 
—Book-Shaped Bombs. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 15.—It is semi- 
officially stated that on Sunday the police were 
informed that an attempt might be made on 
the life of the czar on that day, it being the 
anniversary of the assassination of his father, 
and that as a result the police near 
the imperial palace several persons who] were 
discovered holding dynamite bombs in their 
hands, ready to throw them at the czar as he 
emerged. 

LONDON, March 15.—The Rassian embassy 
in London has received dispatches confirming 
the reports of the discovery of a plot to assassi- 
nate the czar and the arrest of the ringleaders. 
These dispatches say that no actual attempt 
was made to kill the czar, as the plot had been 
discovered before he left the . The 
British government has received dispatches to 
the same effect from Sir R. D. Morier, British 
ambassador at St. Petersburg. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg to the Daily 
News suys: While the czar was retarning from 
requiem services in the Cathedral of St. Peter 
and St. Paul, a bomb attached to a cord was 
thrown in his direction. The intention was to 
tighten the string, which was connected with 
the mechanism, and thusexplode the bomb 
but before it could be executed the criminal 
and suspected accomplice were seized. It 
was found that they lived together ina lodg- 
ing house in a suburb of the city. The 
police visited this house and discovered there 
a quantity of explosives and a number of revo- 
lotionary pamphlets. Over two hundred per- 
sons have already been arrested, in connection 
with the affaiz, and domiciliary visits are be- 
ing made throughoutthe city. German police 
had warned the Russian authorities that an 
attempt was to be made against the czar’s life, 
but the latter failed to trace the plotters. 

A telegram from Vienna confirms the News’ 
dispatch and says thatthe bomb was thrown 
under the czar’s carriage ard that it was shap- 
ed like a book, so that it could be carried in 
the hand without exciting suspicion. 

A dispatch from St. Petersburg to the Stan- 
dard says that one of the six students arrested 
in connection with the plot carried a holléw 
book containing a bottle filled with dynamite 
and poisoned bullets. Others had parcels and 
bags containing bombs. The dispatch also 
says it is alleged that a woman was arrested 
who had a bomb concealed in her muff. 

A St. Petersburg dispatch to the Times says: 
On Sunday the route which was to have been 
taken by the czar was crowded with gaily- 
dreesed people. Before the imperial party left 
the fortress the police telegraphed that they 
had great suspicions that violence would be 
attempted, and advised their majesties to 
change their route. Accordingly the ro 
party drove by way of the Neva quay and a 
circuitous route, avoiding the town. 
Meanwhile arrests were made at the corner 
of Newsky, Prospect and Great Morskale 
where the plotters expected the imperial party 
weuld slacken its pace upon turning coraers. 
On Monday many of the two hundred persons 
arrested were released. A special council was 
held on Sunday, Grand Dake Vladimir presid- 
ing. The would-be assassin is of short statare. 
He refuses to reply to any questions. 


Plunkett’s Order to Fire. 


LONDON, March 15.—Mr. Balfour, chief sec- 
retary for ireland,in the house of commons 
this afternoon, admitted the truth of the state- 
ment that Captain Plunkett, as magistrate for 
Youghal, had sent an order to officersin com- 
mand of the police there not to hesitate to 
order his men to shoot in the event of the 
populace attacking them while engaged in the 
work of serving Father Keller with a summons 
to attend court and answer interrogatories res- 
pecting his alleged custody of funds under the 
plan of campaign. The order was given, Mr. 
Balfour said, on information thata dangerous 
assault of the police was expected, and he con: 
tended that Captain Plunkett had done right 
in issuing it. Ree Om, 

The Paris Exhibition and the Powers. 

Paris, March 15.—Newspapers here say that 
before the issue of official invitations to the 
powers to take part in the Paris exhibition of 
1889, every state was advised of the intention 
of the government, that all the American states 
bave oflicially accepted the invitation, and that 
if the Austrian, German and Russian govern- 
ments do not appoint commissioners to the ex- 
hibition they will permit syndicates to repre- 
sent the industries of their respectivecountries 
and they will also be | officially represented in 
sections devoted to science, literature and fine 
arts. 


DeLesseps Says There Will be Peace, 


Paris, March 15.—A large number of the 
intimate friends of Count DeLesseps met him 
at the railway station on his return from Ber- 
lin last night. Inan interview he expressed 
the greatest pleasure at the kind reception ac- 
corded him by everybody in Berlin. Asa re- 
sult of the conversation he had with Emperor 
William and Prince Bismarck, he said he could 
affirm that there would be no war. The em- 
perortold him Sunday that Germany would 
never attack France. 

At the Late Czar’s Tomb. 

St. PeTerseurG, March 15,—The imperial 
court yesterday attended the funeral service 
before the late czar’s tomb in the cathedral of 
St. Peter and St. Paul. Services were held 
in all the churches, and at the shrine over 
the spot where the czar was killed. In the 
evening the city was illaminated in honor of 
the accession of Alexander III. All the theaters, 
grogshoys and other places of resort of the 
people were closed. 


Jacobini’s Successor. 


Rome, March 15.—The pope has abandoned 
the idea of appointing Cardinal Schiaffino to 
the mee secretaryship of state, made vacant 
by the death of Cardinal Jacobini, in conse- 
quence of the strong opposition of Germany 
and Austria to the appointment. It is now ex- 
pected that Cardinal Vannutelli, papal nuncio 
at Vienna, will be appointed secretary.

Macon, Ga., March 15.—{Special.]—The re- 
cent effort of some of Macon’s progressive citi- 
zens to inaugurate a boom in the city has 
brought to the front the old question of extend- 
ing the city limits. There is no question that 
such a movement, properly engineered, will 
meet with the approbation of a large majority 
of outsiders and indwellers alike. 

It is estimated that the extension of the 
limits for half a mile in every direction, except 
toward the swamps, would add twelve to fif- 
teen thousand to the city’s population. At 
least a thousand homes would be brought into 
the city, and a large number of small business 
enterprises, besides several of large dimen- 


sions. 

The only apparent drawback on the part of 
the outsiders is the question ef whether or not 
the new citizens would be called upon to share 
the burden of taxation on the bended debt of 
the city. Even were thisan insurmountable 
obstacle the addition of this tax would not be a 
big thing. But itis said that there can bea 
clause inserted in the application for éxtension 
that will relieve the new comers from this tax. 
As a matter of fact this bond business has don 
the suburban residents as much good as it had 
the insiders, in a general. way. 

A prominent gentleman said this morning, 
that the matter ought to be agitated until the 
people were awakened to a sense of the urgent 
necessities of the case, and then an application 
for extension would be easily obtained.

doubt as to whether the increase of revenue 
obtained by the extension wiil be adequate to 


| the requirements of street improvements, fire 


and water supply and police protection.

Those who may possibly recover are John, Ida, 
Lula and Fletcher. 

THE VOODOO DOCTOR, 

to the scene reveals the 
fact that Jim Bonner, the voodoo 
doctor, is king among the negroes 
of that section. His name alone brings fear to 
the faces of this ignorant and superstitious 
people. Nothing can be learned from them 
concerning him. They are afraid that he will 
bring the same affliction upon them if they 
talk about his power. Suspicion rested upon 
him from the beginning, and the intelligence 
obtained from Eli Young, a negro on the same 
plantation, makes the evidence against Bonner 
very strong. Young, after being questioned, 
said that Bonner speut the night with him last 
Wednesday; that most of their conversation 
was about the poisoned people and its treat- 
ment. Bonner claims to have the power to 
cure a victim of poison, and Young told him 
that John lLfarris did not believe he econld con- 
jure or cure poisoned people. Bonner then 
said: 

“Allright, he may not believe in my power, 
but I will show him.” 

Another spark of evidence is that Bonner’s 
wife is a sister of Henrietta Harris, and has 
not visited the family until this evening. On

This, of course; is not true, for everybody 
knew what was the matter with the family on 
Sunday. 

THE SHERIFF ON THE SCENE, . 

The sheriff arrived this evening to arrest 
Jim Bonner, and probably others. A regular 
panic prevails among the superstitious negroes 
of that section. All around the house and 
yard they are seen in little groups, discussing 
the power of voedooism, and takimg care that 
what they say wil] not be transmitted to Jim 
Bonner. Bonner has been displaying his tal- 
ent on Grace Young, who Eli Young says has 
been poisoned and conjured sinee Christmas. 
She is now haying a toadfrog extracted from 
her foot. 

John Harris’s condition is not now as critical 
as the rest of the family. He worked away 
from the house Friday, came to town Saturday, 
consequently did not eat at home until Satar- 
day bight. He was taken sick Sunday, and at 
this moment is gradually growing worse. It is 
very doubtful if any of the family escape. 
There is a possible chance for only three of the 
eleven. The sheriff has not returned yet.

To a Correspondent. 

Mr. Joseph A. Daniel, a subscriber to 
THE CONSTITUTION, writes from Leesburg, 
Ala., as follows. For the sake of clearness, 
we take the liberty of numbering his ques- 
tions: 

EDITORS CONSTITUTION: You will greatly oblige 
me by answering the following questions: (1) What 
are your reasons for opposinga reduction of the. 
tarifi? Do you think a reduction would lessen the 
present prices of labor? (2) Do you consider tobac- 
co and whisky as necessaries? (3) Do you not 
think a reduction on all articles, such as poor peo- 
ple use, and an increase of the tariif on all luxuries, 
would be for the best? 

1. As THE CONSTITUTION does not oppose 
a just and reasonable reduction of the tariff, 
this question of its correspondent needs no 
answer. THE CONSTITUTION stands on the 
democratic platform which Mr. Cleveland 
indorsed, and on which he was elect- 


ed, namely: that eaery scheme for the revis- 
ion and reduction of the tariff shall take } 
into consideration the difference in the \ 
wagee paid to American and European labor- 
ers. This is the essence of protection and to 
this extent THE CONSTITUTION is, for protec- 
tion. This clause of the democratic platform, 
ifitis honestly carried out, will protect 
American industries, and it was put in the 
platform for that purpose. We have opposed 
Mr. Morrison’s schemes because they flew in 
the face of the democratic platform and were 
altogether in the direction of free trade. It 
is notorious that Mr. Morrison never even 
sought to harmonize the views of represen ta- 
tive democrats on this point, and the result 
is that his schemes were failures and that he 
was repudiated in the last election by the 
very voters that had sustained him hereto- 
fore. 

2. We do not regard tobacco and whisky 
as necessaries, but the tax levied on them is 
a war tax, a direct tax, an unnecessary tax, 
and it falls directly on a class of people less 
able to bear it than any other class. Tobacco 
is an agricultural product. As such, itis 
important to those who raise itas cotton is 
to the planter. The cotton planter finds a 
market for his staple at every cross-roads. 
The tobacco-grower, unless he raises a given 
amount, must dispose of his crop to a li- 
censed dealer. We are opposed to the tobac- 
co tax, because, in spite of all attempts to 
cover up the facts, itis a tax on aa agricul- 
tural product. We are opposed to the whis- 
ky tax because it has created the whisky 
ring, because it is a temptation to” ignorant 
moonshiners, and because it gives a lot of 
deputy marshals an excuse for insulting 
innocent women and children and imposing 
on innocent men. In fine, we are opposed 
to the infamous revenue laws because they 
are unnecessary and mnamerican, because 
they are war measures; and because the rev- 
enue is not needed by the government. 

3. Ifour correspondent will make up a 
list of all the articles used by poor peopleon 
which they pay an import tax, he will fiud 
that it amounts to very little. THE Con- 
STITUTION maintains that, unless the south- 
ern farmer can have the benefit of home 
markets, he cannot diversify his crops, and, 
until he diversifies his crops, he can make 
no money, not even if the government should 
supply him with clothes and tools, He 
cannot secure home markets by means of 
free trade, for the resultof such a policy 
would not only destroy American industries, 
but would put the south where it was in 
1870. The revenues of the government should 
be raised from tariff taxes. Just now they 
are mainly raised by means of the direct 
taxes collected under the rev enue laws.

How the South American Native Takes a 
Wife, 
From a Foreign Letter. 


I found the natives so peaceable and courte- 
onus that my frearms were an unnecessary load. On 
one occasion, being at the hut ofa native, an invi- 
tation todine was accepted. No memberof the 
family sat down with me, sogreat was their respect. 
They remained standing until I had done. On 
leaving the wen allraired their hats. The women 
were always reserved until app: oached, but respond 
to a gentlemanly inquiry with quiet modesty. The 
women, according to the usual custom, are seldom 
wedded by ecclesiastical ceremony. Matrimony 
istco dearas performed through the instramen- 
tality of the padre and the pro- 
bation demanded by the ‘‘red tape” of the church 
before espousing is irksome. So when the native 
man thinks of taking a helpmate he prepares by 
taking a machete (a long knife or sword with a 
wooden handle), and an acreor ss of ground. Af- 
ter cutting from the land the brushwood or weeds, 
he plants a portion with bananas and plantains, 
which bear fruit in three years. Hethen builds a 
hut of palm, thatched perfectly tight. The house 
being built and the bananas matured, he selects 
the woman to be casared ‘housed.) There is no 
ceremony necessary. They have a family, 
the childrén are not educated nor 
clothed, nor is any provision necessary. 
Nature provides se bountifully for nearly all their 
wants; why should they werry about their next 
meal? There is a bunch of bananas and plaintains 
maturing every day for perhaps 100 years without 
any further attention. Fish are abundant in the 
streams passing by their door. The man wantsa 
straw hat, which the woman provides, woven by 
her hands with the grass near at hand. The wo- 
man weaves a covering cloth from the inner bark 
of a palm tree, colored green, just sufficient to 
meet what modesty demands. The man some- 
times wants a dime for gambling or whisky, or 
gunpowder, which is provided by the woman, who 
does the gold washing and principal labor. 


The Southern Women in the Lead, 
New York Letter. 

Ht is really a matter of indifference whether 
or not a society leader is indigenous to the soil, 
or whether she is imported from some foreign 
clime, but wually there are certain peculiarities 
of either complexion, dress or manners that pre- 
vent astranger from mingling in New York so- 
ciety for any length of time without betraying 
her foreign extraction.

gurrofnded by an eager throng of people, eager to 
a look at the defaulter and prisoner. The sher- 
sf refused toadmit any persons except intimate 
acquaintances of the prisoner and the reporters. 
{HOW THE CAPTURE WAS EFFECTED. 

Vincent was captured at Big Sandy, Wood coun 
ty, Texas, Sunday morning, by Mr. Ray, who is a 
deputy sheriff. Ray told the story of the capture to 
your correspondent, as follows: 

“] wasraised in Randolph county, Ala., and 
knew Vincent in this state several years of my 
poyhood and earlymanhood. A few weeks ago I 
was atthe depot at Big Sandy, and saw Vincent 
come in on a train from Mexico, and recognized 
him at once, but I had ne papers and no authority 
to arresthim. J learned that he had relatives near 
Big Sandy, and had come over to 
yisit them. I said nothing, but telegraphed 
Governor Seay, of Alabama, found that the reward 
was still outstanding, and got authority to make 
the arrest, and quietly waited for au opportunity. 
I watched the trains every day, and went through 
them. Sunday morning, when the train came in 
from Mexico, I was at the depot, and as [ went to 
get on the train, Vincent stepped off. 

FACE TO FACE. 
£{‘J faced him, told him he was my prisoner aud 
ordered hands up. He thought I was going to rob 
him, and said he had no money. He thought be- 
cause J presented a gun that I was a robber. | told 
him that! meantto bring himto Alabama, and 
would have to put him in jail until I could get a 
requisition. He begged me not to put him in irons, 
and he would come along quietly without the 
formality. He had no money, and! purchased 
tickets for two and we started for Montgomery less 
than half an hour afterihe arrest. On the trip he 
would not talk, except when 
HE ASKED FOR FOOD AND WATER, 

‘He fairly broke down when he found himself a 
prisoner, and wept freely at intervals on the trip. 
The arrest was accidental, and not the result of 
apy detectives.’ 

VINCENT'S 

Isarc A. Vincent, as state treasurer, was Serving 
his third term in office when he skipped the town, 
January 20th, 1883. The legislature was in 
session at the time, and an eXamina- 
tion of his books by a committee 

f that body, revealed the fact that he was short in 
his accounts about $215,000. This revelation spread 
consternation among his friends, who were numer- 
ous and influential, aud carried dismay to the soul 
ofthe hay secd legislator, who thought the state 
would go into bankruptcy by reason of this default. 
A few speculators “made an assault upon 
the credit of the state, and attempted 
to beat down the bonds of Alabama in the New 
York market. Theysucceeded in depressing these 
sccurities the first day the default was announced, 

ut they quickly recovered under the influence of 
strong orders, and the state safely passed the panic 
and promptiy met all her obligations, 
The investigation that followed showed that 
Vincent ha@ dealt heavily in cotton futures 
and lost money, thousands of dollaas in such 
speculations, beinvg generally successfal in finding 
the wrong side of the market. He lived high, 
keeping up an expensive house, frequented the 
clubs, had fine diamonds and silverware, and was 
also fond of 

THE SEDUCTIVE GAME OF DRAW POKER

knew oi Vincent losing $10,000 at a sittingina 
New York geambling house, and endeavored to in- 
duce him to play at hishomein Montgomery, but 
that Vincent would never gamble in public houses 
except when away from home. 

THE STORY OF VINCENT’S DEPARTURE, 

Inan interview with your correspondent this 
afternoon, Vincent told the story of his departure 
from Montgomery and his life the past three years. 
He said: . 

“I found that I could not regain the heavy losses 
I had sustained, and left to go to New York to try 
and fix the matterup. I may have been a fool 
to think so, but I did. I got as far as 
Cincinnati, where I woke up in the morning 
and read all about the affairin the newspapers 
with Governor O’Neal’s telegram, giving the 
world notice that I was a defaulter. I sawthe 
game was up. I could not come home, and there 
From Cincin¢ 
patil went toSt. Louis, whereI remained some 
weeks, and then made my way 
by rail ‘to Mexico where I have 
resided most of the time since, I had only fou™ 
orfive hundred dollars in my possession/whenl left 
Montgomery. In MexicolI have struggled hard 
fora living for myself and frmily, working for 
twenty-five centsa day. I have been to Panama 
and came over into Texas frequently, It would 
not have been so bad with meifI had been given 
& proper showing by the state authorities, I did 
not have a dog’s chance.” 

; DECLINES TO TALK FURTHER, 

Vincent looks somewhat seedy and dejected, but 
very little older than when he left Alabama. His 
beard has grown iron gray, bunt his hair is still 
black. He declines to talk about his ease 
and prospects for the future. Thirty-two indict- 
ments hangover him. Mr. Ray gota receipt from 
the sheriff for the deliverance of the prisoner, and 
received the reward of five thousand dollars, 
Colonel J. M. Falkner and Captain Walter L. Bragg 
have been employed to defend Vincent. This 
afternoon Probate Judge Randolph sent a comfort: 
able cotto the jail for the prisoner to sleep on, 
and Vincent broke down and wept like a child,

ABOUT REQUISITIONS. 


Ofticial Corrects Some Misstate- 


ments, 


“T notice in a Macon paper,” remarked a 

prominent state official yesterday, ‘‘what is really 
arefiection upon the governorand the executive 
department. Ina rather incoherent manner the 
article referred tothe matter ot requisitions and 
leftthe impression that there was some sort of 
looseness about the executivé department in 
this respect. If that is the intent of 
the article, nothing conld be more unjust. Three 
requisition matters have come before the executive 
department within the past few days. One was an 
4 Aggro for an executive warrant from 
the Governor of Indiana for the arrest 
of a man named Close, who moved from 
Indiana and settledin DeKalb couniy. This was 
refused by Governor Gordon before he fort for New 
York. After he left the regular requisition from 
the Governor of Indiana came along. The attor- 
ney mapaging.the case was informed thatthe re- 
quisition would not be honored for two reasons, 
because the goveruor was absent, and because the 
case was contested. The rule in the executive de- 
parimentisthat nojreauisition shall be issued 
during the absence of the governor if thereis the 
slightest question ofits propriety or the slightest 
irreguiarity.’’ 
» “Then came a requisition during the governor's 
absence for a man in Coffee coun- 
ty. This was not honored because 
the department had evidence that the 
process was being improperly used, The next case 
was a requisition upon Governor Richardson of 
South Carolina, for a man named W. S. Snyder. 

“In the article referred to the writer seems to 
think it improper that the gOvV- 
ernor should sign ey in blank 
to be used by his assistants as the necessity of the 
service may require. Of course that is an absolute 
necessity. The governor fcannot, of course, be 
expected to bave personal supervision over the 
issuance ofevery warrant and paper which goes 
from his office. He hasan efficient force of assist- 
apts, and has confidence in them. 

‘For the information of the writer of the article 
I am speaking of, I will say that the said laws upon 
the subject of requisition of criminals applies to all 
the states, under the constitution of 1787 and the 
act of 1793.”

George Morris, a negro man who runs a 
wood yard corner Fair and Frazier streets, was 
knocked down and severely injured by two negro 
men whom he detected stealing wood from his 
yard. 

Soon after dark, while Morris was sitting in his 
office counting his cash, he heard a noise in his 
wood yard. Opening his ojlice door he stepped 
out inte the yard asking, 

**Who is dat?” 

There was no response to the remark, and Morris 
started out to investigate. In therear of the yard he 
encountered two negro boys both with their arms 
full of wood. The instant the boys saw that they 
were detected, onefof them threw a stick of wood 
into Morris’ face. The lick was a severe one, and 
knokced Morris down. Ashe fell, he was strack 
again by a stick and was knocked senseless. Be- 
fore Morris recovered his sen- 
£eS the two boys * escaped. Morris 
gave the alarm and patrolmen McGee and Holland 
responded. They made a careful iuvestigation, 
but were unable to secnreany clue to the men. 
Morris was seriously hurt. His face was badly 
marked by the lick.

THE NEW SCHOOL OF TECHNOL- 
OGY AND ITS AIMS. 


Full Description of the Plans For the Main Buildivg 
~«-Chairman Barris Makess Statement O2 
Behalf of the Commission -- The Reason 
For the Purchase of Extra Land. 
a nS 


The Georgia schcol of technology will, when 
open and in active operation, be something of 
which every Georgian may be proud. 

It is needed. ; 

The cardinal idea of the institution will b2 
give thorough instruction of a thoroughly practical 
nature. It is intended to be a school in which tie 
children of Georgia may be taught, not only how 
to work, but—to work. Theory and practice will 
be herecombined, and both hand and brain are to 
receive drill and instruction. By the adoption 
of this principle of education, in which the 
idea of usefulness goes hand in hand with the idea 
of mental will, << pioees herself in line with 
the progressive spirit of the age. ; 

whe’ meusbest of the technological commission 
are warmly enthusiastic over the outlook for the 
school and feel certain that it will be a success. 
They metin this city yesterday for the purpose of 
taking final action vpon the plans for the maia 
building, and of preparing to advertise and let the 
work. There were present Hon. N. E. Harris, of 
Macan, chairman; Mr. 8. M. Inman of this cig, 
Colonel O. S. Porter, of Covington, and Mr, E. R. 
Hodgson, of Athens. Judge Columbus Heard, of 
Greensboro, was not able to be presemt. After 

a visit to the site of the proposed buildings, 
committee settled down to work in Mr. lum 
office. As has been stated the plans under consid- 
eration were those for the main agers | At the 
last meeting of the commission the leading archi- 
tects of Atlanta submitted sketches, setting forth 
their ideas of what this building should be and, af- 
ter thorough consideration, the commission mony, 
ed that of Messrs. Bruce & Martin. Yesterday the 
architects submitted their plans which have been 
made after consultation with the commission and 
with experts connected with other instivutions of 
the seme character as this sehoo). 

In the adoption of plans for their buildings, the 
commission have bad to keep in view the fact that 
their means are limited. They desire to put only a 
moderate portion of the monney at their command 
into the buildings, their chief desire being to have 
a thorough equipment and in every department 
apparatus equal to that of any other school of tech- 
nological training in the country. Upon this they 
expect toexpend a large portion of their money. 
They have, also, to reserve enough to maintain the 
school for at least one year, as provided by the bill 
creating the institution, and hope, by proper econ- 
omy, to have enough to maintain the school tor two 
or three years, thus putting it upon a thoroughly 
sound basis before the state is called upon for any 
money beyond the present appropriation. — 

Ali this has been thoronghiy considered in_ the 
preparation of the plans. The main building, 
which is to be constructed first, isto be a handsome 
substantial brick structure, three stories above 
a basement, which is virtually another story—the 
foundation to be of granite and the trimmings of 
stone and terra cotta. The building is to havea 
frontage on North avenueof 130 feet, the monotony 
to be broken by an artistic centrai tower, beneath 
which is ‘he grand entrance. There will also bea 
handsome entrance on - the Cherry 
street front. The side _ toward 
Peaehtree street finishes octagonally, making, also, 
a handsome front,-with a gable, in that direction. 

In the basement there are four large rooms, in 
addition to large corridors and smaller rooms. 
‘These are to be used principally by the depart- 
ment of physics for storing dynamos, testing ma- 
chines and heavy apparatus. 

On the first floor isa main hallway eighteen feet 
wide, leading from the front to the centerof the 
building, and a cross hall, opening from the side 
entrance, ten feet wide. On the right of the 
main entrance is the office with a large vault for 
papers and other valuables. To the rightof this 
are three connecting rooms for the department of 
physics—a recitation room, apparatus room and 
lecture room, On the left are two handsome

-rooms opening into each other, to be used as reci- 


tatiou rooms, and one largelecture room 24 feet by 
36. Justat the end of the main entrance is the 
entrance tothe chapel, a beautiful rect-angular 
room 40 feet by 60, with a gallery. The seating 
capacity of the chapel is about 400. 

A prominent feature of the building, and one 
which combines beauty with usefulness,is the 
pase stairway winding to the top of the building. 

‘he whole central portion of the building is light- 
ed by a flood of light which comes through the 
skylight, atthe top, and excellent ventillation is 
provided by the same means, 

The feature of the second floor is the beautiful 
library room, which is located in the center of the 
front. This room has abont twelve thousand fees 
of floor space, and is provided with yw arrange- 
ments of alcoves and shelves, The rooms in the 
east end of this building are duplicates of those 
on the floor below. In the west end are two reci- 
tation and leeture rooms. 

On the third floor are two large rooms for the de- 
partmentoftree hand and mechanical drawing; 
also three rooms to be devoted to the department 
of mathematics, and seyeral handsome recitation 
TOOIDS. 

Longitudinal and transverse sections of the 
building show the handsome arrangement of stair- 
ways, the heightof the stories and other points 
connected with the internal arrangements. 

As the members of the commission described it, 
the building is desigued fer comfort and wear, 
not for beauty. Although rather plain. it will be 
quite imposing. This eilect will be iacreased by 
iis position. It is to be located on the 
brow of a hill overlooking the northern portion of 
the city. The surroundings will be of an unusually 
pleasant nature, and the high situation will insure 
good air and perfect drainage. 

It seems that there has been in some parts of the 
state a good deal of discussion over the matter of 
the site chosen for the scheol, and the commission 
has been considerably criticised for some of its 
acts. Speaking concerning this subject, Chairman 
Harris said, yesterday: 

“T desire tomake a brief statement in order to 
correct some erronous impressions which prevail 
in some portions of the state. I haye been ill for 
some time, and this is the first meeting of 
the commission that I have been able to attend for 
some time. I want to say, first, that Atlenta has 
fulfilled all her promises—has paid up every cent 
ofthe $ 0.000 she agreed to pay, and the nioney is 
now in the hands ofthe board. The contract for 
the annuity—$#2,500 per year for twenty years—has 
ote been received andis entered upon our min- 
utes, § 

“The four acre tractin Peter’s park, which has 
been donated for a site, we considered large enough 
for a)l practical purposes, but, after a eareful in- 
vestigation, we purchased four and three-quarter 
acres Of Contiguous land to be used. for campus 
purpeses, and forthe future needsofthe institu- 

ion. This action §was ‘taken in full board 
and received the hearty sanction of all the 
members. We consider it anexcellentinvestment. 

By calculation we found that the eight and three- 
quarter acres at Peters’s park would cost the state 
$1,5€0 less than the same amount of land at the 
Poulevard, and $1,90@ lessthan at Grant park. The 
orftginal tract of four acres was sufficiently large 
for present needs but not enough, in our opinion, 
for the needs of the institution in its future growth. 
The property at Peters park isan excellent in- 
vestment, and could readily be sold for $20,000. I 
make this statement because I think it due the 
members of the commission.” 

The readers of THE CONSTITUTION have, doubt- 
lcss, @& general idea of the aim of 
the school of technology. The building here de- 
scribed isbut one of three. The other two are 
the machinery building in which the workshops 
of the school are to be located, and the chemical 
laboratory which wiilbe devoted to the depart- 
ment of chemistry. 

The course of instruction will embrace six 
departments—mechanical, engineering, chenis- 
try, physics, mathematics, drawing and languages. 
In the latter, English branches and some mod- 
ern languages will be tanght. The school 
will be openedffto fthe same class of students 
eligible to entrance m the state university and 
iuiion will be freeto all residents ofthe state. 
The school of technology will really bea portion 
of the state university system. 

The mem bers of the commission are enthusiastic 
over the outlook for the school, and itis safe tomy, 
sre leaving undone nothing which might, even in 
the slightest degree, aid in bringing about the de- 
sired result. 

They are in session again today.

A SCHUMANN NIGHT. 


A Brilliant and Successful Corcert Deveted Exclu- 
sively toSchumann’s Works—The Great Bus- 
tian Pianist, Constantin Sternberg. 
the Lion of the Occasion. 


Robert Schumann was glorified last night. 
And in illustrating the marvelous creations of the 
great master, Constantin Sternberg brought glory 
upon himself. 

The third of the series of draw m concerts, 
under Mr. Sternberg’s direction, was given ia the 
ballroom of the Kimball house last night. It far 
eclipsed either of its predecessors, The audience 
was large, fashionable and keenly appreciative. 
Razely bas such an audience attended a concert in 
Atlanta. The evening’s entertainment consisted 
exclusively of works of Robert Schumann,

After a thirty minutes’ intermission, the pro- 
gramme wes concluded with the celebrated 
‘Lieder Spied,’’ with igre y poetic recita- 
tions < Miss Withers. The parte were sustained 
by the following singers: 

Soprano, Mrs. Anna Simon Werner, contralto, 
Mrs, Sternberg: tenor, Mr. Alex Smith, and basso, 
Mr. Sumber Salter. 

Having once heard the Liéder Spiel, with the 
poetical explanation, one cannot imagine how it 
would eppear withoot it. Altogether since hear- 
ing this eollection of Schumann’s works we realize 
what a void there is in our acquaintance with this 
immortal genius, There is no composer so well 
qualified as Schumann is to awaken 
abd to increase an interest in 
the much dreaded classical music. No composer 
combines in so largeand happy a degree a pure, 
classic form with a vein of attractiveness, which 
can be understood and enjoyed by the neophyte 
and the novice, if he possess a true love for music. 
‘The singers acquitted themselves brilliantly. 

The most important work was, of course, the 
quintette for piano and stringed instruments. This 
quintette is Schumann’s chef ce’ouvre, It is supe- 
rior to auything yet written in the way of chamber 
music. ltranks amoug the greatest works extant. 
The opening movement is constructedin a pure 
sonata form,in whichthe s@cond subject is ex- 
quisitely developed, being aduetfor violin and 
viola, the other instruments :playinga light ac 
companiment. The second movement isin the 
form of a funeral marcn written in minor, with its 
major parts contrasting in a consoling way. Scher- 
zo follows, wiih itsnewlife and hope The last 
movement opens in a march-like form, followed by 
a perfect .chaim of melodses, cach melodial 
jink more charming than its predecessor. Toward 
ethe end the first motif is reproduced in the 

hape ofaiague. This great composition, was con- 
scjentionsly reudered by all the members of the 
cuintette, the dazzling genias of the pianist illu 
mining every passage. Theivstrumentalists were 
Ist violin, Mr. Freyer;2d violin, Mr. A. J. Wurm: 
viola, Mr. A. F. Wurm, and violoncello, Mr, Bis 
choly. 

In “Devotion” and “Sprinenight" Mrs 
appeared at her best. Sherendered these exqul 
site songs most artistically. 

Mrs. Sternberg rang “Ich Grolle w#icht’’ and 
“Wanderlied’’ with pathos. She captivated her 
hearers by her dainty rendering of these sterling 
&c DZS. 

The duet for two pianos, played by Mr. Sternberg 
ai d Mr. Sumner Salter, was rendered ina smooth 
and musicianly manner and was enjoyed by every- 
one. 

That Sternberg is a phenomenal 
who heard his performances cau fora moment 
doubt. In order to faithfully and intelligently 
criticise a pianist we must inquire inte his methods 
as they relate to the mechanics, «esthetics and the 
morale of the art. If he failsin either his sum to- 
tal isnot good, although he may present some fea- 
tures of great excellence, more instructive than his 
general performance may be attractive. In all 
these features Sternberg stands among the first 
virtuosi of this generation. Youseec him sitting 
before the piano and executing the most dit. 
cult passages, with 2 maximum of 
force and a mininum of bodily 
motion; no part rigid no part lax,and you conclude 
that every muscular fibre andits attendant nerve 
fibreis busy, and soit is. You observe that his 
fingers scarcely leave the keys, while impressing 
upon them a force which compels to ring out their 
fullest power in hisemphatic passages, and you 
rightly conclude thatisa relation between the 
force Celivered by almost imperceptible movement 
and thestate of distribed tension that engages 
every palit of the muscular anda nervous system. So 
there is, for he is ae complying with thelaw 
under whichitis possible to obtain and apply a 
synthesis of all the powers that goto make up the 
artist. 

Sternberg illustrates the fact that a well distribu- 
ted state of hich tension not only furnishes the 
means of applying the largest amount of muscular 
power, but it carries consequences still more im 
portantin an esthetic point of view. What we 
call soul in art, is an effect that only results when 
the creative mind is active in all parts. The ner- 
vous system is the mechanical reilex of the min‘. 
The mind acts through and byit. It mus¢ be po 
larized in order to become the useful organ of the 
mind. Itis when -every fiber of the nervous sy: 
tem is vitalized that the mind is enthroned and 
enabled to put forth its glorious powers. These prin- 
ciples will account for the vivid and thrilling effect 
produced by Sternberg’s touch. The state of the 
performer tends to reproduce itselfon the sympa- 
thetic listener. Give yourselfup toSternberg’s music, 
such as he gave us last night, and after a long sit- 
ting there is no physical fatigue on the partof the 
listener. The strain upon one has been so equally 
distributed that its effect is restful. The sensibility 
of the foot is material to the best use ofthe piano, 
as weliasthatofthe band. Sternberg illustrates 
what may be accomplished bythis means. The 
effects he produces by the separate and conjoint 
use of the pedals are worthy of close study, ; 

In the cestheticsjof his art Sternberg has a high 
place. His modification of the quality of his tones 
10 suit the character of the passages in which they 
have a partisacharmingstudy. liis management

As to Sternberg’s morale, in an artistic sense, 
much wight be said, but space allows little to be 
said. Heis full of ideas spontaneously arising in 
his mind, and as capable of iafusing these ideas 
smoothly into the text of hisanthor asanyone that 
touches the instrument, but when you hear 
him attempt the rendering of the text 
of a master, you are sure that 
you bear the master’s voice and nove other, Fi- 
celity of interpretation is his peculiarity. His 
good faith is not dependent upon his inability, but 
ov moral traits which enter art as well as every: 
thing else. 

In point of technique and control of tone Mr. 
Sternberg hasrisen to the highest rank among 
living pianists, ‘Soft as velvetand as smooth as 
ivory,” is the way an enthusiastic young lady ex- 
pressed her admiration for his playing last ecven- 
ing. The most conspicuous characteristic of his 
performances last evening was his thoroughly sym 
metrical interpretation of the Sehumann quin- 
tette, It was thoughtful, intellizgentand feeling, 
and he brought out the beauties of the piece with 
consummate skill, while he gave to each part its 
proper value. Most remarkable of all was the 
manner in which he absolutely subordinated 
technical display to its proper office; the just tnter- 
pretation of the composer's thought and inten 
tions. His marvelous technique and his delicious 
tone add immensely to the charm of his playing; 
but as he employsthem they are as compictely 
subservient to the intellectual part of the work as 
is the Cremona on which the violinist plays. They

AND A FLEEING NEGRO CREATE 
QUITE AN EXCITEMENT. 


Patrolman Mehan Is Requested to Arrest # Negro-- 
He BStertsto Runend is Pursused- The Officer 
Fires and the Negro, With Kalfotn Hand, 
Wheels Around For a Fight. 


A fleeing negro, a pursuing officar and a pis- 
tolshot formed a moving tableau onthe old 
exposition platform, beside the National hotel, 
yesterday afternoon. 

The tableau was witnessed by a large crowd. 

About three o’clock Patrolman Con. Meehan, 
who was on duty near the corner of Peachtree 
and Marietta streets, was approached by a 
neatly dressed stranger, who remaaked: 

‘There are two negro men standing down 


arrested,”’ 
“For what?’ asked the patrolman. 


men were taken up there at my expense to 
work forme. They didn’t go to work, and 
came away without paying me back the money 
used by me in takingthem up. Ifyou will ar- 
rest them I will swear out the warrants.” 

The patrolman accompanied the stranger 
down Peachtree until he reached the railroad. 
There he pointed out to the patrolman two ne- 
gromen. The patrolmau went up to the two 
men, and laying a band upon each, remarked: 

“Boys, I want you to go to police headquar- 
ters with me.” 

Both darkies looked at the patrolman a sec- 
ond and then bounded away. One moved 
down Wall street at the top of his speed, while 
the other sprang across Peachtree and darted 
down the old exposition platform. For a 
second the officer stood still, as though unde- 
cided which one to follow. Then with a leap 
he cleared Peachtree street and started down 
the platform after the fugitive. The officer 
is a swift runner, but the negro 
secon showed his superiority. The officer 
quickly realized that the negro would escape, 
and with a view to frightening him into a sur- 
render he drew his pistol. Then calling upon 
the negro to halt, he pointed the muzzle toward 
the ground and fired. The report rang out 
loud and was heard qnite a distance. The 
negro heard it to», and expecting an- 
other one every second, stopped still, wheeled 
around, and raising a knife high above his 
head started toward {the officer. The negro 
was much larger than the officer and the long, 
keen blade in his hand gave him a formidable, 
blood-thirsty appearaance. The patrolman 
felt certain that the darky intended to assault 
him, and presenting his pistol he said: 

“Throw down that knife,’ 

“IT won’t do it,” answered the negro, advanc- 
ing. 

“Move another step thereand I'll blow the 
top of your head off,” remarked the patrolman 
moving one foot forward. 

The negro halted a second, looked the officer 
in the eye, and then dashing the knife to the 
ground held up both hands. Patrolman 
Meehan advanced, picked up 
and taking the darky by the arm, 
led him to police headquarters, where he was 
locked up. At police headquarters the negro 
gave his name as Henry Wilson. He claimed 
tobe an Atlanta negro. After Wilson was 
locked up, the man who caused his arrest failed 
to appearand nothing has been seen of him 
since. 

Wilson is a large, black negro. He is pow- 
erfully builtand could handle two ordinary 
men. When asked why he had been arrested, 
he said: 

“That man, Stansen, hired me to go to Chat- 
tanoogato work. He promised to give me one 
dollar and twenty-five centsa day, and when 
I got there he wouldn’t pay but one dollar. I 
wouldn’t go to work and came home.”’

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THEY WANT AN INCREASE, 


Jour-Tailors Go Out on a Strike Be- 
cause They Want More Money. 


Quite a number of Atlanta’s jour-tailors un- 
threaded the needles, straightened out their 
legs, cooled their gooses and went ona strike 
yesterday. 

Only two houses, however, were affected by 
the strike and the trouble was nota long one. 
The two houses were Messrs. J. A. Anderson 
& Co., merchant tailors and ready made cloth- 
ing dealers, at 41 Whitehall street, and Kenny 
& Jones, merchant tailors, at 13 Whitehall] 
street. Early yesterday morning delegations 
from the men em ployed in each of the houses, 
visited the managersand notified them that 
they wanted an increase in prices for work. At 
Messrs. Kenney & Jones the petition for an 
increase was granted, and the men resumed 
work. 

The delegation that called upon Messrs. An- 
derson & Co., however, was not so successful. 
The manager of the house heard the men re- 
cite their grievances and declined to accede to 
the demand. The delegation returned to the 
shops as soon as the answer had been received, 
and in a short time quite a number of work men 
left their benches, put on their hats and coats 
and walked out. 

Touching the cause of the strike there are 
two statements current. The proprietors of 
the house claim that they are in the right, 
while the striking tailors make quite a differ- 
ent statement. 

Mr. Healey, the head cutter at Anderson & 
Co.’s, BAYS : 

“Every season, before the heavy work be- 
gins, the men make out a schedule of prices 
for which they are willing to work. On the 
schedule they have so much fur making coats, 
so much for making vests, etc. This schedule 
is then King, and to the people for whom they 

are working, and an agreement is made,” 

“Well, go on.’ 

-“Well, as you say, this season the men pre- 
sented their schedule and it was examined 
bere in the house and an agreement entered 
into. After the agreement was made they 
were asked if it was satisfactory, and they an- 
swered that it was perfectly so. 

“Then why did they strike?” 

‘This morning they came in with the schedule 
and demanded that certain changes be made. 
The changes in themselves were not so much, 
aed they would have received the increase— 
that is what they wanted—but for the fact 
that they wanted everything their own way, 
and wanted itin their own way. The house 
justly and rightly declined to accede to the de- 
mands, and they went out.” 

“How many quit?”

BRAVERY REWARDED. 


The Man Who Prevented a Prison Escape is 
a Subject of Executive Clemency. 


Governor Gordon bas commuted a portion of 
the sentence of Robert N. Groves, convicted of 
a misdemeanor at the September term of the 
superior court of Habersham county and sen- 
tenced to pay a fine of $1,000, to be confined in 
the county jail of Habersham county for six 
months and to work on the chaingang for ten 
months. 

Groves has a history. He was at one time a 
higbly honored citizen of Habersham county 
avd held the position of ordinary of the county. 
One night the safe in which the records of the 
county were kept was found open and the 
records destroyed. Groves was convicted of com- 
plicity in the act and was sentenced as stated. 

The governor has been besieged with peti- 
tions from hundreds of respectable citizens of 
Habersham county, including members of the 
bar, county officials and the solicitor general 
who represented the state at the trial, all of 
whom united in asking for Groves’s release. 
Many have filed statements to the effect that 
the principal witness against Groves is totally 
unworthy of belief. The governor in his or- 
der says that Groves hss conducted himself 
with propriety since his confinement. All 
there considerations, doubtless, had weight 
with the governor, but it was not on account of 
these that the order of commutation was m xe,

Not Jong since the prisoners confined in the 
Habersham county jail attempted to stampade, 
hoping to make good their escape. Groves, at 
the perilof his own life, aided in preventing 
the escape and received serious bodi{y injuries 
in doingso. Itis on this account that the 
welcome order is made. 

Governor Gordon orders “that Groves be 
pardoned of the offense of which he was con- 
victed and that he be discharged and set at 
liberty when he shall have completed his term 
of six months imprisonment, and has paid the 
$1,000 fine.

AND ANOTHER SO SERIOUSLY IN- 
JURED THAT HE WILL DIE. 


A Boiler In the Atlanta Cotton Se2d Oil Mill Explodes 
Early Mcndey Mornivg--One Men Is Killed 
Almost Instantly end Another is Fat>liy 
Bart --- How It Happened. 


A boiler in the Atlanta cotton seed oi] mills, 
located on the Georgia railroad, three miles 
east of the city, exploded Monday morning 
about two o'clock, killing one man and fatally 
injuring another. 

The first intelligence of the accident reach- 
ed Atlanta yesterday. 

e oil mill is a large frame building, situa- 
ted on the south side of the railroad track. 
On the ground floor, at one end of 
the building, the engine room is 
located. Early Monday morning, Ed Chapman 
and Jeff White, two negro men, went into the 
engine room to fire up the engine. The men 
were accustomed to working in the engine 
reem and were familiar, or supposed to be 
famiiar, with the machinery about which they 
were at work. They started the fire, and in a 
short time the water in the boiler began to 
bubble and move. White then went to work 
on the machinery, greasing and wiping it, 
while Chapman continued to punch the fire. 
About half- past three o’clock, when everythiaog 
appeared to be working Renan 8 the two men 
were startled by a sharp, cracking sound, fol- 
lowed quickly by a _ noise similar to 
that made by escaping steam. Both men recog- 
nized the noise as an indication of danger, but 
before they could escape a terrific explosion 
followed. The noise was deafening and with 
it was a trembling of the building and a quak- 
ing of the earth. 

Instantly following the — the room 
was filed with steam and smo Flying 
pieces of wood and iron filled the air and the 
two men were hurled against the side of the 
building. The noise was heard quite 
a distance, and together with 
the jarring of the earth, attracted 
the atiention of several persons residing near. 
Other men working at the mill began to arrive 
immediately after theexplosion, and in a few 
minutes the trouble was assertained. The 
boiler was fuund to be badly damaged, and 
the building slightly injured. While looking at 
the machinery some of the men found Chap- 
man lying several feet away in a dying condi- 
tion. Near him, White was found pinned 
against the side of the house, 
groaning and suffering. The 
discovery was s00n communicatei to persons 
near the mill and messengers were dispatched 
for physicians. .Two physicians responded to 
the cal), and by daylight the mill was the cen- 
ter of a large crowd. ‘The physicians found it 
impossible to do anything for Chapman. His 
injuries were fatal, aud death followed the ex- 
plosion quickly. W hite, the other man, was; 
injured internally and about the head and 
back. His wounds were quite pain- 
ful and serious, and after they were examined 
and dressed he was removed to his home in the 
neighborhood. His condition was so critical at 
the time he was last heard from that his death 
may ensue at any second. 

The cause of the explosion has not been as- 
certained. There are several theories advanced 
touching it, but none ofthem are considered 
sufficiently reliable to be made: public. The 
building was not damaged as much as would be 
supposed. Theaccident will causea suspension 
of work the balance of the week.
